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PREFACE 


This is the third volume of the Bibliography of 
Research on Citizenship, Immigration and Ethnic Groups in Canada. 
The first volume, published in 1960, covered the period 1920-58, 
and the second volume, published in 1962, was for the period 
1959-61. The purpose of this series is to provide a service to 
professional research persons who are engaged in research projects 
of interest to the Department. 


The initial date for the material included in the 
present publication was generally taken as January 1962, the 
terminal date as July 1964. However, it also includes important 
relevant works completed prior to 1962 which were not included 
in the previous compilations and which have been subsequently 
brought to our attention. 


The bibliography was compiled by Mrs. C. de Hesse 
of the Economic and Social Research Division with the assistance 
of Miss F. Gagnon and Miss H. Murka. Entries were selected on 
the basis of research interest in primary materials; they were 
initially compiled from questionnaire returns submitted by 
recipients of the previous compilations, and from publications 
made available to the Research Division. The major additional 
sources utilized were the current acquisitions of the Depart- 
mental library, the International Index, and Canadiana (a monthly 
bibliography of the National Library of Canada). Not all the 
items listed were available for inspection -- in a few instances 
when bibliographic sources offered only partial data, incomplete 
citations have been included. 


The text is set up to serve as a bilingual document. 
The sections of the text which would be read by readers of either 
language (i.e. the preface, table of contents, section headings, 
and questionnaire) are provided in both languages. Where 
necessary, the French version follows the English text, and is 
given the same page numbers with a suffix (F). In the main body, 
individual references which were originally published in English 
are given an English description. Those references which were 
published in French are described in French. Titles of items 
written in a language other than English or French are given in 
English and the language of the text is indicated. It was felt 
that those users who would be referring to such articles in the 
original language would obviously be conversant with that language. 
Bilingual sources are designated with a single asterisk. References 
which have separate English and French editions are marked with a 
double asterisk. 


The basis of subject classification in the main body 
of the bibliography was described in the first issue and in the 
1959-61 supplement, and can be inferred from the table of contents. 


This order has been found to have analytical meaning. The 
European ethnic groups are listed in order of their 1961 census 
populations for all groups exceeding 100,000. The remainder 
appear with appropriate headings in the Other European section. 
Segments of anethnic group which have formed specific ethnic 
settlements and which, judging by the amount of research 
interest shown in them, are of major significance in the under- 
standing of ethnic relations are listed as subsections under 

the main ethnic section, e.g. Russian, Doukhobor. Although some 
other order is possible (e.g. by linguistic groups), existing 
studies tend to be either general (e.g. immigration as a whole) 
or very specific (for a particular ethnic group) and consequently 
the present order is most practical. An author index is given 
in Appendix A. A key to abbreviations used is provided in 
Appendix B. Appendix C is the questionnaire which can be used 
for further submissions, although an extra mimeographed version 
of the questionnaire accompanies all copies distributed, to 
facilitate such returns. 


We wish to thank those who collaborated in this work 
by providing us with the necessary information. The further 
development of the bibliography as a contribution to research on 
immigration and ethnic group relations in Canada requires your 
continued co-operation. Recipients of this service are asked to 
complete the attached questionnaire or a note in the format of 
Appendix C with respect to recent works or projects undertaken 
by them (nil returns are also useful), or to request persons 
under their direction who have carried out such projects to do 
so. Because of the number of inquiries that we receive on such 
sources, where possible it is also requested that copies of 
items listed be submitted along with the questionnaire in order 
to assist in establishing a central repository for research in 
these fields. 


Questionnaire returns and copies of studies should 


be mailed to the Economic and Social Research Division, Department 
of Citizenship and Immigration, Ottawa.

PREFACE 


Ctest le troisiéme volume de la bibliographie des 
recherches sur la citoyenneté, l*timmigration et les groupes 
ethniques au Canada. Le premier volume, publié en 1960, 
englobait la période 1920-58, et le second volume, la période 
1959-61. Ltobjet de cette série bibliographique est de rendre 
service aux personnes travaillant & des recherches et dont les 
projets sont dtun intéret pour le Ministére. 


Les dates initiales des travaux incorporés dans la 
présente publication englobent généralement la période 
janvier 1962 A juillet 1964. Cependant, elle comprend égale- 
ment des travaux importants et intéressants terminés avant 
1962 non inclus dans les compilations précédentes et qui nous 
furent mentionnés par la suite. 


La bibliographie a été compilée par Mme C. de Hesse 
de la Division de la Recherche économique et sociale avec L'aide 
de Mlle F. Gagnon et Mlle H. Murka. Les références furent 
sélectionnées suivant ltintéret des recherches dans des ouvrages 
de base; les questionnaires dfiment remplis provenant des 
bénificiaires de compilations antérieures et les publications 
mentionnées & la Division de la Recherche furent initialement 
compilés. Les sources additionnelles utilisées furent les 
acquisitions courantes de la Bibliothéque du Ministére, 
"l'International Index", et Canadiana (ine bibliographie mensuelle 
de la Bibliothéque nationale du Canada). 


Tous les articles compilés ne purent &tre vérifiés -- 
lorsque par exemple les sources bibliographiques n'toffraient que 
des données partielles, des références incomplétes sont incluses. 


Le texte a 6té rédigé de fagon 4 servir de document 
bilingue. Les sections du texte qui seront lues par des personnes 
de ltune ou l'autre langue (i.e. la préface, la table des matiéres, 
les titres de sections et le questionnaire) sont rédigées dans les 
deux langues. La traduction francaise suit le texte anglais, 1&4 
ou cela est nécessaire et elle porte le m@me numéro de page avec 
le suffixe (F). Dans la bibliographie méme, les références 
particulitres qui furent publiées en Anglais A ltorigine ont une 
description en Anglais. roe références qui furent publiées en 
Frangais sont décrites en Francais. Les titres de références 
écrits en une autre langue que ltAnglais ou le Frangais sont 
donnés en Anglais et la langue originale du texte est indiquée. 

On estime que les personnes se référant & de tels articles écrits 
dans la langue originale connaissent certainement cette lanrue. 
Les sources de renseignements bilingues sont désignées d'un seul 
astérique. Les références aux publications en Anglais et en 
Frangais sont marquées d'un double astérique. 


La base de classification des sujets dans le corps 
méme de la bibliographie a été décrite dans la premi@re édition 
et dans le supplément de 1959-61 et peut &tre déduitede la table 
des matieres. 


On a trouvé que cet ordre possédait une signification 
analytique. Les groupes ethniques européens sont classifiés 
suivant le recensement des populationsde 1961 pour tous les groupes 
de plus de 100,000 personnes. Tous les autres groupes apparaissent 
sous le titre approprié dans l'autre section européenne. Une partie 
d'un important groupe ethnique qui a constituée des établissements 
spécifiques et qui, si on en juge par le grand intéret qu'on 
attache aux recherches est essentielle & la bonne compréhension 
des relations ethniques est classifiée en sous-titre Ltintérieur 
des grandes divisions ethniques e.g. Russes, Doukhobor. Bien qu'un 
autre ordre de classification soit possible (e.g. par groupes 
linguistiques) les études existantes semblent @tre soient 
générales (e.g. l*immigration dans son ensemble), soient trés 
spécifiques (dtun groupe ethnique particulier); par conséquent 
la classification présente nous semble la plus pratique. L'"index 
des auteurs est donné dans ltannexe A. La liste des abréviations 
employées se trouve dans ltannexe B. L'tannexe C est le questionnaire 
qui peut @tre utilisé pour des soumissions futures, bien qu'une 
copie additionnelle mimiographiée du questionnaire se trouve dans 
toutes les copies distribuées afin de faciliter les retours.

Lacking a firm institutional 
structure and harbouring conflict, the Hungarian 
Canadians were only initially united by the crisis 
situation. In seeking to impose organization the 
Red Cross and other institutions risked the 
alienation of the Hungarian Canadians. The actual 
arrival of the refugees provided a new function, and 
a new channelling of energies and enthusiasms.
